HART’S VISIT. 


HAS HE REALLY DISCOVERED 
THE WILULIN THIS CITY? 


A Lady Who Knew Old Man Blythe 
in England, and Says Little 
“Fio” Is the Dead Man's Daugh- 
ter— Mr. Hart Leaves for San 
Francisco. 


Ex-Atty.-Gen. W. H. H. Hart’s visit 
to Los Angeles in connection with the 
famous Blythe estate case, now going 
on in San Francisco, has excited much 
interest. As foreshadowed in yester- 
day’s Tus, he is said to have found 
the will left by Thomas Blythe, and 
which has never before turned up. 
Whether that be so or not, the con- 
nection of some Los Angeles people 
with the case is interesting, and two 
persons at least will prove quite 
material witnesses in the case. Mr. 
Hart was in the city three days, and 
left yesterday noon for San Francisco, 
His investigations while here were 
constant and energetic, and he seemed, 
in conversation just before leaving, to 
feel very well satisfied that he had, 


scored important points toward the imagine 


success of establishing the identity of 
Miss Florence Blythe as the daughter 
of Thomas Blythe. 

In fact, that was one of the im- 
portant objects of his visit, and to 
which he devoted as much attention as 
to the discovery of the will. One of 
the principal points in dispute has 
been the absolute identification of 
Florence Blythe as the daughter of 
the deceased. It is alleged that the 
weak point in the chain of the identifi- 
cation is a hiatus of one or two years, 
which cannot be accounted for in the 
life of the young lady.

A part of the treatment consisted in 
the injection of fresh blood into the 
left arm of the — and the appli- 
cation of a sulphur bandage. 

In the course of their acquaintance 
Mr. Blythe grew to be quite friendly 
with Mrs. Cherry, and talked freely of 
his life and affairs. He mire 
mentioned Florence Blythe as his child, 
and her mother also, known as Mrs. 
Ashcroft. He told Mrs. Cherry that 
while he was in Europe he lived very 
highly; that he had elegant rooms, 
where Mrs. Ashcroft occasionally vis- 
ited him. It was a quiet affair, but 
sometimes Mrs. Ashcroft would remain 
with him for a week or two at a time. 

The old man told Mrs. Cherry that 
the result of this union was the child, 
who now appears as the claimant of 
the large estate. The conversations he 
had with Mrs. Cherry continued until 
a short time previous to Mr. Blythe’ 
death. He showed her pictures of the 
girl, and said that he had had & pic- 
ture of her taken every. year since she 
was born. He never in the confidence 
given to Mrs, Cherry denied that .

THE DISPOSITION OF WEALTH. 


The National Economist is a recent- 
ly-established weekly, published at 
Washington, and claiming to repre- 
sent, officially, the Farmers’ Alliance 
and other farmers’ associations, con- 


members. 
try. as of most others, are conserva- 
tivein their sentiments. They do not 
sympathize with any anarchistic doc- 
trines, as well they may not, for it is 
they who are among the first and last 
to suffer, in case. of any communistic 
uprising. They have everything to 
lose and nothing to gain by a sudden 
subversion of the present state of so- 
cial affairs. Then again, the farmers 
are the substratum upon which all 
modern society is based. Withoutany 
other class, we could jog along after a 
manner, but were all the farmers to 
strike, society would come to a full 
stop, and life itself would, to a great 
extent, cease or become very preca- 
rious. It is the farmer who, ultimately, 
bears all the burdens of the Govern- 
ment, and it is the farmer who, in the 
long run, in spite ot the machinations 
of smart politicians who endeavor to 
use him as a tool, holds the trump 
card about election time. For these 
reasons, the views of an organ repre- 
senting so many farmers, on any great 
social question, are of interest and 
measurably of importance. 

In a recent issue the journal referred 
to has an article on the disposition of 
wealth, in which it points out that, 
under modern conditions, men are en- 
abled, in a few years, to amass great 
wealth, the fortunes of today surpass- 
ing in magnitude the wildest dreams 
of a century ago. Machinery has 
wonderfully augmented our power of 
production, and manipulators have 
succeeded inso modifying the distri- 
bution of the increase that the great 
gain accrues to them instead of the 
producer. So successful have they 
been, that laborers who perform the 
various acts of production today re- 
ceive less for their entire product than 
they did prior to the aavent of im- 
proved machinery. 

Such being the case, it becomes a 
question of some interest to the pub- 
lic what these millionaires will do with 
their wealth when they die. In this 
country, they cannot tie it up so that 
an heir cannot dissipate it, and there- 
fore it cannot permanently found a 
wealthy family. As a rule, a great 
fortune is the greatest curse a man 
can leave bis family. Charitable be- 
quests are often made the basis of ex- 
tensive litigation. There seems to be 
only three prominent ways in which a 
wealthy man can dispose of his for- 
tune: either to leave it to his children, 
donate it to charitable purposes at his 
death, or administer it himself. The 
last is undoubtedly the best plan of 
the three, though few adopt it; the 
second cau do no harm and may do 
good, but when he proposes to bestow 
his millions upon his children, the 
policy ef allowing him to curse them— 
and probably society—is questioned by 


himself a very wealthy man, recently 
published an article in the North 
American Review, in which he takes 
the position that there should be a 
limit to the amount of property which 
a father could bequeath to his chil- 
dren; that the limit should be ample, 
and that the surplus should go to the 
Government, where it would benefit 
the whale people. The National Econo- 
mist thinks that the dissipation of a 
large fortune by debauchery, extrava- 
gance, waste and bad management 
must have a bad effect in general upon 
all legitimate interests and occupa- 
tions, and that, therefore, such a lim- 
itation as that proposed by Mr. Carne- 
gie is both just and desirable. It 
believes, however, that this proposi- 
tion does not go far enough; that we 
should strike at the root of the evil, 
and, instead of bestowing effort to cor- 
rect the evil effect of conditions that 
tend to create a nation of millionaires 
and paupers, we should aim to correct 
those conditions themselves, and aug- 
ment the ranks of the great middle 
class of society. In other words, that 


the amount of wealth a father may 
leave a son, there is a much greater ne- 
cessity to provide against the necessity 
for such action in the future. 

That there is more than considerable 
truth in this view of the case must be 
admitted, when we read that among 
2000 of the fallen women of New York 
and Brooklyn who had tried to live by 
work, before entering upon that life, 
280 got $3 per week, 336 got $2 per 
week and 534 got $1 per week. This

The Father and Daughter Again 
~-Reing Looked After. 

Several days ago one Dr. Churchill, 
who figured in the police court some 
months ago, was arrested on com- 
plaiat of his wife as a common 
drunk. At that time Churchill was ac- 
companied by a 16-year-old girl, his

around while on his sprees; occupying 
the game room with him, and generally 
condueting herself in anything but a 
rmanner. After being locked up 
or & day or two the singular couple 
were released, and went home with the 
wifé and mother. Nothing more was 
heard ofthe family until a few days 
ago, when Humane Officer Wright 
found, Churchill on the streets suffer- 
ing from incipient delirium age 
and brought him to the station, wh 
he waslocked up for medical treat- 
ment. The girl was not with Churchill, 
and Officer Wright at once commenced 
making inquiries to find out 
what he could about them. 
It was ascertained that some 
three months ago Mrs. Churchill 
found homes for her three youngest 
children, also a good place in an ex- 
cellent family for her daughter Lizzie, 
the 16-year-old one. to work at good 
wages. She then found a position for 
herself in a first-class family in this 
city, and told her drunken and worth- 
less husband that he would have to 
look out for himself hereafter.  . 

He left the city and went to River- 
side. About six weeks ago he wrote 
down to Lizzie to leave her place and 
come up to Riverside and live with 
him. She complied with his request, 
and remained with him until last 


week. 

Mrs. Churchill worried so much over 
her daughter that she felt as if she 
would go insane if she did not get her 
to return to her. She finally plead 
with some of her friends to assist her 
in the matter. They called on Officer 
Wright,and a telegram was sent to the 
daughter asking her to return. The 
Doctor would not let her come, but in- 
stead came himself last Tuesday after 
Lizzie’s trunks, which she had left 


with a lady friend. The day 
after bis arrival he got on 
a regular drunk and went 


to call on his wite. The family, not 
wishing his presence, sent for Officer 
Wright to take him in charge. He did 
so; and took him to the police station 
and had him locked up. While he was 
in prison his wife went to Riverside 
and brought her daughter back. She 
is nearly 16, and a bright, attractive 
young girl. She is evidently very 
mucb under the influence of her step- 
father, He is telling everybody that 
she is his own daughter, and only a 
stepflaughter of Mrs. Churchill.

SAN JACINTO VALLEY. 


Progress—Camping—Beet-sugar Cual- 
ture—The Indian School. 

SAN JACINTO (Cal.), July 19.—[{Cor- 
respondence of TimeEs.] At pres- 
ent San Jacinto, as well as several 
other of the smaller towns in San Diego 
county, is somewhat depopulated by 
the mad rush to Strawberry Valley. 
This valley is located up on the side of 
San Jacinto peak, at an elevation of 
about 5000 feet, and is weli patron- 
ized by those who prefer the quiet rest 
of the mountains to the more exciting 
camp life on the coast. At present 
there about 200 people there, and rep- 
resent all of the towns in the southern 
part of the State. Those coming from 
the same town form a colony and give 
the camp the name of the town they 
are from. Fallbrook takes the lead, 
with a population of 45. The San 
Jacinto settlement is somewhat 
divided, and forms several small colo- 
nies in different parts of the valley. 
The farmers here are taking consid- 
erable interest in the culture of the 
sugar beet,and are experimenting with 
the plants all over the valley. Our 
soil has been analyzed and found to 
contain all the necessary constitutents 
for the successful growing of the beets. 
There is perhaps no valley in Southern 
California better suited to the location 
of a sugar factory thanis this. Two 
thousand acres of heavy timber will 
furnish the necessary fuel; there are 
two lime kilns which will furnish the 
lime, and with plenty of water and 
convenient transportation there is 
nothing wanting. 

The school at the Saboba Indian vill- 
age, just across the river from town, 
closed for the summer week before 
last. It is surprising how readily these 
Indians take to the study of the com- 
mon branches, more especially writing 
and drawing, while on the average 
they read well. Their teacher, Miss 
Mary Noble — an enrollment of 
thirty pupils, ut, like the typical 
American country school, the older 
boys have to stay out when the spring 
farm work begins, consequently the at- 
tendance was. much less during the 
last three months of the term. 

The majority of the farmers do not 
intend to sell their barley at the pres- 
ent low prices, and are storing it in the 
different warehouses in the valley, and 
those who are compelled to have 
money are getting it on their ware- 
Louse receipts. They all anticipate: 
better prices during the winter season. 
Elsinore parties have been in the 
valley this week looking up a source of 
water supply for their new _ irrigation 
district just formed there. They pro- 
pose to buy a piece of land and put 
down a number of artesian wells, from 
the water to Elsi- 
nore, a distance of 24 miles. The bet- 
ter plan would be to negotiate with 
6 Hemet Company, which is going

Sad Drowning Accident Near

A Supposed Road Agent Forced to 
Throw Up His Hands.

A CLASH OF AUTHORITY BE. 
TWEEN THE TWO CHIEFS. 


0 
Mr. Burns Declares Himself, and 
Insists That He Is the Legal 
Head of the Department — His 
Address to the Force—The Out- 
look for Today—The Council and 
the Police Co issioners—What 
They Will Do. 


The dull monotony of the situation 
in police circles, which has existed 
since Wednesday last, was broken yes- 
terday morning by the first open and 
direct clash of authority between the 
two heads of the department. Just 
before the noon watch went out, Mr. 
Glass appreached Sergt. Finucane and 
asked him why Officer Fay, who had 
been reinstated at the last meeting of 
the commission, had not been put to 
work. The Sergeant replied that he 
had received no orders to do so, and 
therefore had no authority in the prem- 
ises, and referred Mr. Glass to Capt. 
Harris as his superior officer. The 
Captain then explained matters to Mr. 

Glass, and asked bim by what author- 
ity he interfered in the management 
of affairs about the station. Mr. 
Glass replied that he did so by

claim, as he said, te be Chief of Police

There was some further talk between 
the officials, when the matter was 
dropped for the time being, and just 
before the noon watch Chief Burns 
nddressed the men, saying that while 
it had been rumored that he had been 
removed and another man appointed 
in his place, such was not the case. 
He should theretore expect the men to 
look to him for their orders, and he 
expected them, to be obeyed as im- 
plicitly in the future as they had 
been in the past. He might be re- 
moved, but until it was legally done, 
he should expect to be treated with 
the proper respect which his position 
demanded. Hethen asked the men if 
they were willing to do this, and said 
that if there were any in the ranks 
who were not prepared to obey orders 
they could hand in their stars, and 
would be relieved at once from duty. 
There was no response, and the watch 
was then sent out. 

This little incident created a good 
deal of talk during the afternoon, and 
when the hour for the night relief to 
go out arrived, thers was something of 
a crowd about the station to see 
whether the same instructions would 
be again given.

Much interest is manifested in the 
probable action of the Council today, 
which, it is believed, will take de- 
cisive steps tostraighten out matters, 
and get —.— matters in proper shape 
again. There was s.me talk about the 
removal of the entire commission, but 
persons in a position to know say 
nothing of this sort will be attempted

It is also said that His Honor 
will attack thé legality of the action 
of his colleagues, and score them for 
the manner in which they attempted 
to remove Burns and put in Glass. Of 
course the Mayor himself declines to 
say what he will do in advance, but 
from some of the flat-footed utterances 
which have come from the Chief Ex- 
ecutive since the trouble, the docu- 
ment is likely to be an interesting one. 

Among other things, it was also said 
that an effort would be made to reduce 
the salary of the Mayor’s clerk, but 
none of the Council could be found 
who would say that this step had been 
considered. 

At 2 o’clock the Police Commission- 
ers will also meet at the City Clerk’s 
office, as they say, for the transaction 
of regular routine business that went 
over from the previous session.

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HOW TO CONQUER. 


A POWERFUL ADDRESS BY T. 
DE WITT TALMAGE. 


He Talks to a Large Outdoor Meet- 
ing in Indiana—“When Shall I 
Awake ?”—A Field of Literature 
„That Is Comparatively Un- 
touched. 


Rev. T. De Witt Talmage yesterday 
addressed a large audience, out of 
doors, at Culver Park Assembly, Lake 
Maxinkuckee, Ind. His text was: 
‘When shall I awake? I will seek it 
yet again.”—Prov. xxiii, 35. The 
preacher said: 

With an insight into human nature 
such as no other man ever reached, Sol- 
omon, in my text, sketches the mental 
operations of one who, having stepped 
aside from the path of rectitude, de- 
sires to return. With a wish for 
something better be said, When shall 
l awake? When shall I come out of 
this horrid nightmare of iniquity?” 
But, seized upon by uneradicated habit, 
and forced down hill by his passions, 
he cries out, I will seek it yet again. 
I will try it once more.“ 

Our libraries are adorned with an 
elegant literature addressed to young 
men, pointing out to them all the 
dangers and perils of life—complete 
maps of the voyage, showing all the 
rocks, the quicksands, the shoals. But 


suppose a man has already 
made shipwreck; suppose he is 
already off the track; suppose 
he has already gone astray. 


Ilow is he to get back? That is a field 
comparatively untouched. I propose 
to address myself tosuch. There are 
those in this audience who, with every 
passion of their agonized soul, are 
ready to hear such a discussion. ‘They 
compare themselves with what they 
were ten years ago, and ery out from 
the bondage in which they are incar- 
cerated. Now, if there be any here, come 
with an earnest purpose, yet feelir¢ 
they are beyond the pale of Christian 
sympathy, and that the sermon can 
hardly be expected to address them, 


do right. Why, all the forces of dark- 
ness are allied against him. He can- 
not sleep nights. He gets down on his 
knees in the midnight and cries ‘‘God 
help me.“ 7 bites his lip. He grinds 
his teeth. He clenchés his fist in his 
determination to keep his purpose. He 
dare not look at the bottles in the win- 
dow of a wine store. It was one long, 
bitter, exhaustive, hand-to-hand fight 
with inflamed, tantalizing and merci- 
less babit. When he thinks he is en- 
tirely free, the old inclinations pounce 
upon him like a pack of hounds, with 
their muzzles tearing away at the 
flanks of one poor reindeer. In Paris 
there is a sculptured representation of 
Bacchus, the god of revelry. He is 
riding on a panther at full leap... Oh, 
how suggestive! Let every one who is 
speeding on bad ways understand he is 
not riding a docile and well-broken 
steed, but he is riding a monster, wild 
— bloodthirsty, going at a death 
leap. 
How many there are who resolve on 
a better life, and say, When shall I 
awake?“ But, seized on by their old 
habits, ery, I will try it once more; I 
will seek it yet again.“ Years ago 
there were some Princeton students 
who were skating, and the ice was 
very thin, and some one warned the 
company back from the air-hole, and 
— warned them entirely to leave 
the place. But one young man, with 
bravado, after all the rest had stopped, 
cried out, One round more!“ He 
swept around and went down, and was 
brought out a corpse. My friends, 
there are thousands and tens of thou- 
sands of men losing their souls in that 
way. It is the one round more. 
I have also to say that if a man 
wantsto return from evil practices 
society repulses him. Desiring to re- 
form he says, Now, I will shake off 
my old associates, and I will find,Chris- 
tian companionship.”’ And he appears 
at the church door some Sabbat — 
and the usher greets him with a look. 
as much as to say, Why, you here? 
You are the last man I ever expected 
to see at church. Come, take this seat 
right down by the door.“ Instead of 
saying, Good morning; I am glad you 
are here. Come; I will give you a first- 
rate seat, right up by the pulpit.“ Well, 
the prodigal, not yet discouraged, 
enters the prayer meeting, and some 
Christian man with more zeal than 


then, at this moment, I give them my | common sense says. Glad to see you. 
right hand, and call them brother. The dying thief was saved, and I sup- 


Look up, there is glorious and tri- 
umphant hope for you yet. I sound the 
trumpet of gospel deliverance. The 


church is ready to spread a banquet at 


your return, and the hierarchs of 
heaven to fall into line of bannered 
procession at the news of your emanci- 
pation. So far as God may help me, I 
propose to show what are the obstacles 
of your return, and then bow you are 
to surmount those obstacles; The 
first difficulty in the way of your re- 
turn is the force of moral gravitation. 
Just as there is a natural law which 


brings down to the earth anything you] looks at t 


throw into the air, so there is a cor- 
responding moral gravitation. In 
other words it is easier to go down 
than it is to go up; it is easier to do 
wrong than it is to do right. Call to 
mind the comrades of your boyhood 
days—some of them good, some of 
them bad—which most affected you? 
Call to mind the anecdotes that you 
have heard in the last five or ten years 
—some of them are pure and some of 
them impure. Which the more easily 
sticks to your memory? During the 
years of your life you have formed 
certain courses of conduct—some of 
them good,some of them bad. To 


which style of habit did 


it did ou the more 
easily yield? Ah, my friends, we bave 
to take but a moment of self-inspection 
to find out that there is in all our souls 
a force of moral gravitation! But that 
gravitation may be resisted. Just as 
you may 1 up from the earth some- 
thing and hold it in your hand toward 
heaven, just so, by the power 
of God’s grace, a soul fallen may be 
lifted toward peace, toward pardon, 

-toward heaven. Force of moral grav- 
itation in every one of us, but power 
in God’s grace to overcome that force 
of moral gravitation. 

The next thing in the way of your 
return is the power of evil habit. I 

know there are those who say it is very 
easy for them to give up evil habits. 
1 do not believe them. ere is a man 
given to intoxication. He knows it is 
disgracing his family, destroying his 
property, ruining him, body, mind and 
soul. If that man, being an intelli- 
gent man, and loving his family, could 
easily give up that habit, would he not 
doso? The fact that he does not give 
itup proves it is hard to give it up. 
It is a very easy thing to sail down 
stream, the tide carrying you with 
— 1 force; but suppose you turn the 
oat up stream, is it so easy then to 
row it? As long as we yield to the 
evil inclinations in our hearts, and our 
bad habits, we are sailing down stream; 
but the moment we try to turn we put 
our boat in the rapids just above 
Niagara, and try to row up stream. 
Take a man given to the habit of using 
tobacco, as most of you do, and let 
him resolve to stop, and he finds it very 
difficult. Twenty-seven years ago I 
quit that habit, and I would as soon 
dare to put my right hand in the fire 
as once to indulgeinit. Why? Be- 
cause it was such a terrific struggle to 
get over it. Now, let a man be ad- 
vised by his physician to give up 
the use of tobacco. He goes 
around not knowing what to do 
with himself. He cannot add 
up a line of figures. He can 
not sleep nights. It seems as if the 
world had turned upside down. He 
feels his business is going to ruin. 
Where he was kind and obliging he is 
scolding and fretful. The composure 
that characterized him has given way 
to a fretful restlessness, and he has be- 
come a complete fidget. What power 
is it that has rolled a wave of woe over 
the earth and shaken a portent in the 
heavens? He has tried to stop smok- 
ing or chewing! After a while he says: 
„J am going to do as I please. The 
doctor doesn’t understand my case. 
I'm going back to my old habit.“ And 
he returns. Everything assumes its 
usual composure. His business seems 
to brighten. The world becomes an 
attractive place to live in. His chil- 
dren, seeing the difference, hai] the re- 
turn of their father’s genial disposi- 
tion. What wave of color has dashed 
blue into the sky, and greenness into 
the mountain foliage, and the glow of 
sapphire into the sunset? What en- 
chantment has lifted a world of beauty 
and joy on his soul? He has gone 
back to tobacco! 

Oh, the fact is, as we all know in our 
own experience, that habit is a task- 
master; as long as we obey it, it does 
not chastise us; but let us resist, and 
we find we are to be lashed with 
scorpion whips and bound with ship- 
cable, and thrown into the track of 
bone-breaking Juggernauts! During 
the war of 1812, there was a ship set on 
fire just above Niagara Falls, and then 
cut loose from its moorings, it came on 
down through the night and tossed 
over the falls. It was said to have 
been a scene brilliant beyond all de- 
scription. Well, there are thousands 
of men on fire of evil habit, comin 
down through the rapids and through 
the awful might of temptation toward 
the eternal plunge. Ohl how hard it 
22 arrest them. God only Gan arrest 

m. 
Suppose a man, after five, or ten, or 
twenty years of evil-doing, resolves to 


pose there is mercy for you.“ The young 
man, disgusted, chilled, throws him- 
self back on his dignity, resolved he 
never will enter the house of God 
again. Perhaps not quite fully dis- 
couraged about reformation, he sides 
up by some highly respectable man he 
used to know going down the street, 
and immediately the respectable man 
has an errand down some other street. 
Well, the prodigal, wishing to return, 
takes some member of a Christian aa- 
sociation by the hand, or tries to. The 
Christian ge man looks at him, 
e faded apparel and the 
marks of dissipation, and instead of 
giving him a warm grip of the hand, 
offers him the tip end of the long fin- 
gers of the left hand, which is equal to 
striking a man in the face. 
Ob, how few Christian people un- 
derstand how much force and gospel 
there is in a good, honest hand- 
shaking! Sometimes, when you have 
felt the need of encouragement, and 
some Christian man has taken you 
heartily by the hand, have you not felt 
that thrilling through every fiber of 
your body, mind and soul an encour- 
agement that was just what you 
needed? You do not know any 
at all about this unless you know when 
a man tries to return from evil courses 
of conduct he runs against repulsions 
innumerable. We say of some man, 
he lives a block or two from the church 
or half a mile from the church. There 
are people in our crowded cities who 
live a thousand miles from the church. 
Vast deserts of indifference between 
them and the house of God, The fact 
is, we must keep our respectability, 
though thousands and tens of thou- 
sands perish. Christ sat with pub- 
licans and sinners. But if there 
comes to the house of God a man with 
marks of dissipation upon him, people 
throw up their hands in horror, as 
much as to say: Isn't it shocking!“ 
How these dainty, fastidious Christians 
in all oar churches are going to get 
into heaven I don’t know, unless they 
bave an especial train of cars, cush- 
1oned and upholstered, each one a car 
to himself!
